This attempt, lo give 


papers away li id its sequel the other day 
when a member of the company maile uHida 
vit as to its circulation, which, it R said, 
alleged to be nearly two thousand subscribers 
This demonstrates one of (he weaknesses o 
modern journalism. The anxiety to be latei 
away up its the mutter of circulation cause 
publishers, in their desire to obtain advei 
tisers, loiesoit to all sorts of schemes t 
beat the geutleuian with horns aruund th 
stump when it comes to making oath as t 
the subset iption li&t. The charge is no 
ni'iJe that the paper referred to has not Ihe 
uuuiber of subscribers it claims, but if it ha 
it is the most rejnarkablu iucideut that ha 
taken place in local journalistic circles fo 
some years. If the paper mimed has the 
circulation it is repotted lo have claimed 
then there is an astonishing number of peo 
pie who subscribe tor a half dozen or more 
papers. It is true that many men <!o take a 
number of papers, but the great mass o 
newspaper readers aie satisfied with one 
What the advertiser wants is not a paper 
that is given away, but one that he knows is 
paid for, which w u guarantee that it is read 
This moderu stylo of circulation cau only be 
described by one word, and that is "fake.' 
It is on a par with the circus poster an- 
nouncements that the great dailies make 
concerning their Sunday editions. It is the 
fashion to prate of the literary and scientific 
contributions of rare value they will cuutain, 
but when the reader gets his pa'per he finds 
a blanket sheet loaded with poor illustra- 
tions, through which he must pursue his 
way like a huntsman's hound in a thickei 
until he strikes the trail of reading matter, 
which plays hide and seek among the cuts, 
aud which, when run down, is the veriest 
trash in most instances, ground out of an 
encyclopedia or the ovnrworked bruins 01 
people who write things to order "while you 
wail." 
It may be that the give-away paper 


has come to stay with the advent of million- 
aire merchants who need them as advertis- 
ing mediums, but if this is true they must 
have at least one distinguishing feature, 
that will be the editorial columns. There- 
fore, in future, much of a paper's success 
will depend upon the man or men who write 
its editorials, assuming, of course, thai the 
news features will be equally good.

The Canadian Parliament recently voted 


an appropriation of $358,500, to be expend- 
ed for Ihe encouragement of immigration. 
For the preceding year tbe swme body voted 
an appropriation of upwards of 4250,000 for 
tho same purpose. It seems a trifle odd to 
read of such action on the part of the Cana- 
dian government when we remember the 
trouble which we, in the United States, have 
had by reason of a superabundance of immi- 
gration, and the measures which we have 
taken of late years, to discourage rather 
than to encourage it. But, if wo permit our 
memories to go back thirty or forty years, 
we come upon a time when it was tbe policy 
of our government and of our people to in- 
vite immigration and to welcome it as a ben- 
efit instead of an evil. 
We were then in 


somewhat the same position as Canada is in 
today, with a vast, undeveloped territory, 
far too sparsely populated in many sections, 
wilh unlimited resources awaiting tho quick- 
ening touch of enterprise and industry. 
Since that time our population has doubled ; 
and while we still have vast, undeveloped re- 
sources, there is at the present time -no 
dearth of laborers, but rather a surplusage. 
The supply ol laborers has rather more than 
kept pace with the demands of industry, and 
we have no need to import workman from 
abroad to perform our labor, nor to invite 
foreign agriculturists to oome in and develop 
our farming lands. 


But the case is different with our Canadian 


brethren. The average population of Cana- 
da is somewhat less than two persons to the 
square mile, (including, of course, the vaet 
unsettled ureas.) The development' of thesa 
areas is desirable, and it is a matter of im- 
portance to the United States as well as to 
Canada. 
Immigration, therefore, will be a, 


distinct benefit to Canada for many years to 
come, provided it be of the right kind—that 
is, if the immigrants are possessed of the 
qualifications which are essential to good cit- 
izenship, chief among whioh are industry, 
honesty, thrift, and good health. 


It will probably be a long time before our 


Canadian neighbors reach a point in their 
material development where they will find 
immigration to be an evil rather than a bene- 
fit.' Hence, their^efforts to secure immigra-

Even iu the 
acreage, where three generations had 
plowed and harvested, there were trees 
and shrnln. The westerner had never 
seen a farm like this. The old New Ens 
lander explained that the soil was so pro- 
ductive of evergreens that he hnd to post- 
pone planting often in order to grub the 
underbrufch. 


There is nothing like hacking up your 


blnff. The westerner, although accustom- 
ed to stiff games, wns taken in by the 
saintly New Englander. That night the 
purchase money was paid by the woslern- 
er. He left quite early the following 
morning for New York, closed up the 
deal and Htirted west.

One of those lo- 
cal issues came up that often distract a 
whole county. 


A few miles out of town about 200 Itr- 


borers v>ere engaged.

comer. 
Two hundred votes will change 


the result of n village election. 


The laborers went to their work before 


the polls opened. They started on their 
return bj train nn hour before the polls 
closed. When half way back, the engine 
came to a standstill. The engineer drop- 
ped sand and opened the valves, but the 
wheels of the engine went round like a 
windmill. The engine wouldn't bndge. 


The villagers, who had not enough 


votes to carry their ticket on account of 
the new vote that had been dumped, had 
greased the rails. The new vote did not 
reach tbe village until the polls were clos- 
ed. The villagers of a sleepy New Eng- 
land town had beaten a corporation.— 
Chicago Tribune.
